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ANIMALS LIVE LONGER 
AS EVOLUTION has progressed and 
man has become more able to master the 
forces which prey upon him the most no­ 
ticeable and most rewarding result of his 
efforts has been a longer life expectancy. 
Not many years ago a person living to the 
age of 50 was considered to have lived a 
full life. Now, newborn babies start off 
with a life expectancy of 70 or better. 
People are not the only beings with a 
rosier future. Dogs, cats, horses — in fact, 
almost all domestic animals — now live 
longer and are healthier than their ances­ 
tors. Thanks to better food and veterinary 
attention, dogs have almost doubled their 
life expectancy from 7 or 8 years 20 years 
ago to ll to 13 years today. 
No national agency has ever undertaken 
a census of animal statistics, but individual 
veterinarians and other animal experts 
are agreed that the lot of the animal today 
is better than ever. One surprising report 
is that while the average dog’s life has in­ 
creased, the longevity of cats has shown an 
even greater increase. 
A search in 1946 for the oldest dog in the 
United States produced one with a proven 
age of 26 but a cat turned up with the ripe 
old age of 31. 
Horses have shown the greatest growth, 
although the change has been so gradual 
as to be hardly noticeable. The earliest 
traceable horse, the Eohippus, was no 
larger than a big tomcat. The descendants 
of the Eohippus became increasingly larg­ 
er until the strain evolved into a four-foot- 
high pony, and from there to the present- 
day horse. 
In the past two hundred years a l o n e 
horses have grown from an average of 14 
hands (56 inches) to 15Vi hands (62 inches). 
With prospects of experimental breeding 
continuing indefinitely, domestic and farm 
animals of the future will undoubtedly 
continue to show changes in size, but life 
longevity cannot be extended to any ap­ 
preciable extent by careful breeding alone. 


A MIGHT-HAVE-BEEN 
BRITAIN AND Hitler’s Germany might 
have agreed to join forces in 1940 and 
change the face of the world. This is the 
conclusion of Albert Kesselring, former 
nazi field marshal who tells U. S. News 
and World Report that Hitler “had a cur­ 
ious predilection for the British.** 
Hitler could have invaded Britain follow­ 
ing the debacle at Dunkirk but held off in 
the mystical belief that Germany and Brit­ 
ain had a common purpose. Holding that 
belief, he did not want to destroy the Brit­ 
ish Empire and its navy. 
Churchill was adamant in his resistance 
to the Hitler view. 
Probably the last 
chance was when Rudolf Hess was intern­ 
ed after he landed in Britain carrying Hit­ 
ler’s plea for a peace. Kesselring’s idea is 
that Churchill made a terrible mistake by 
pursuing the war, r e d u c i n g German 
strength to a vacuum and making Russia 
a dominent military power. 
This is just another of the might-have- 
beens of history. It wasn’t much of a might- 
have-been, however. Kesselring slurs over 
the real reason for the failure of a British- 
German agreement. The Germans weakly 
followed Hitler’s brutal leadership, raising 
a stench which the civilized world couldn’t 
stomach. Churchill renounced the bid, as 
America’s leaders would have done. 
Unfortunately, there is still the same 
kind of evil to fight in the communist lands. 
If a British-German combination had de­ 
stroyed Russia, that problem would be 
solved. But the Hitler strength, multiplied 
by world victory, might have presented 
something even more dreadful. 


BRITISH LEAD 
GENEVA converence of scientists and 
industrialists from many nations to ex­ 
change ideas on an “atoms for peace’’ pro­ 
gram left no doubt that neither the United 
States nor Russia holds the lead in t h a t 
field. It is Britain,^ 
The British shared their know-how in aid­ 
ing America to produce the first atomic 
weapons. Barred by law from participating 
in the American program after World War 
J I, they proceeded with their own program 
in which emphasis was on peaceful uses. 
Britain is now ahead of other nations in 
readiness to manufacture and supply atom­ 
ic power units to the international trade.

These Days 


Our society is becoming so over-organiz­ 
ed that more and more people are becom­ 
ing holes in IBM cards. What happens to 
the man who does not fit a hole, let us say, 
a man who earns 67 cents more than the 
Social Security rules permit? 
Well, he 
either arranges not to get the 67 cents, or 
he gets it from an honest employer in cash 
and never reports it, or he is in trouble as 
his benefits might be confiscated by a 
zealous bureaucrat. 
The smartest way to beat the holes in 
the IBM machines is to refuse to be paid 
by check, and to insist that any money on 
hand was left over from last year, because 
even crap game winnings should be re­ 
ported. 
This thing called Social Security is a 
swindle because the recipient does not get 
enough to keep him, nor is he permitted 
to earn enough to do well. The only honest 
way to administer such a system is to pay 
out to everyone the same amount no mat­ 
ter how much money he has or how much 
he earns. 
I often wondered why fine, strong, cap­ 
able young men, some of them college 
graduates, accept jobs as policemen or 
firemen when they could make more 
money at pleasanter work like being a 
salesman or a truck-driver. After all, it re­ 
quires no tremendous mentality for a man 
to direct traffic or steer the wheel of a fire 
engine. And- some of these fellows seem to 
be very intelligent. 
A friend of mine who is well-read and an 
excellent conversationalist is a traffic cop, 
which I thought was wasting real talent. 
It turned out, however, that he had calcu­ 
lated carefully. Sometime in his early 40’s, 
he will have a sufficient pension to take 
care of hmiself and whatever family he 
then has, and at that time he will go into 
business or open a private detective agen­ 
cy or become an anti-Communist screener 
for corporations or join The Fund for the 
Republic. 
The fact that he gets a pension does not 
prevent him from earning whatever he 
can. That is different from the Social Se­ 
curity setup which places limitations upon 
the recipient’s earning. In a word, Social 
Security is not a human right but a limited 
benefit available only to those who can 
earn insufficiently. Apparently, it is the in­ 
tent of the Social Security system to pro­ 
vide a minimum basis for living while in­ 
creasing the number of unemployed. 
I often wonder who thinks up these 
grandiose social schemes that have fallen 
upon us. For instance, when one goes into 
the question of men and women of 45 be­ 
ing unable to get new jobs, and enforced 
retirement at 62, all the objectionable so­ 
cial conditions arising therefrom present 
themselves. One would imagine that a firm 
would want to hire a man who has had ex­ 
perience and who possesses great s k i l l 
and who may be out of work as a result 
of a merger or of firms moving say from 
New England to the Southwest and he, for 
one reason or another, cannot move. 
So, the more one goes into this problem, 
the more it becomes apparent that in 
group insurance, which most pension funds 
are, the load cannot be too heavy on the 
side of oldsters or the rate goes up. There­ 
fore, it is best to take on new people of 
middle age because they become o l d e r 
quicker than youngsters do. As a matter of 
fact, to keep premiums low, it is soundest 
to employ youngsters. 
As youngsters possess no experience, 
great conceit and scant know-how, being in 
the figuratively crawling stage as com­ 
pared with a mature man, it is soundest 
to make most machinery as automatic as 
possible. And this applies in the office as 
well as the shop. Increasingly, bosses talk 
into dictating machines and spell out long 
words. We are kept alive by doctors and 
clinics; we take annual medical examina­ 
tions; we watch our waistline, reduce our 
smoking, take our pulse every once in a 
while, use Clinitest tablets to be sure that 
we are not spilling sugar, brush our teeth 
four times a day, keep physically fit—and 
then comes a merger just at one passes 
45, and there is no job and the man is un­ 
employable. How old must one be, to be 
too old?

Bonaventure College coach. Among 
his m em ories 
are seven letters 
earned at Notre D am e, and out­ 
standing professional years with 
the old Buffalo Bills, the New York 
Yankees and M ontreal before join­ 
ing the Browns. In 1949, with a 
not-too-good Buffalo team , his gen­ 
eralship 
and 
passing 
tied 
the 
Browns twice, 28-28 and 7-7. The 
following year, with the Yankees, 
he tried 294 passes for 2.251 yards 
to lead the league in both depart­ 
ments. 
When Los Angeles intercepted 


four of his passes last Friday 
night, the Dons did better than the 
entire league did against R atter­ 
m an last year when only three of 
his tosses w ent aw ry. 
L ast year, G raham was the reg ­ 
ular, R atterm an the sub, but the 
statistics can ’t separate ’em too 
m uch. 
R atterm an had the better com ­ 
pletion percentage, 60.37, connect­ 
ing on 32 of 53, to G raham ’s 59.16 
on 142 com pletions in 240 tries.

Hack, who cam e to Am erica 
through 
the 
International 
Co­ 
operation A dm inistration of the 
U nited States E xchange of Tech­ 
nicians, will spend the next six 
m onths in Am erica. One month 
will be spent in each of the six 
top ranking 
agricultural 
states 
in the United States, which in­ 
cludes Ohio, where farm plan­ 
ning 
and 
land-use 
techniques 
will be observed. 
Don Archer, of 
the 
Pickaway 
County office of the U. S. D epart­ 
m ent of Soil Conservation, is serv­ 
ing as host to the Rhodesian visit­ 
or on a tour of the county. A visit 
to 
the 
Pickaw ay 
County 
Fair, 
which begins next W ednesday, al­ 
so is on the schedule during his 
stay. 
H ack listed as one of the pur­ 
poses of his A m erican visit a study 
of the working relationship of the 
farm er and the U. 
S. 
D epart­ 
m ent of Soil Conservation. 
Crop 
rotation and its effect 
upon 
the 
soil is being considered in rela­ 
tion to Pickaw ay County farm s, 
as are lim e rates for good legume 
pasture plus fertilizing rates for 
corn, sm all grain and meadows. 
T h e r e l a t i o n s h i p between 
good soil tilth and the economic 
production of beef and dairy cat­ 
tle also is being 
observed. 
The 
R hodesian visitor studied the local 
m ethods of selling livestock dur­ 
ing this w eek’s cooperative live­ 
stock sale at the Pickaw ay barns 
sale. 
Among the farm s in the com ­ 
m unity already visited d u r i n g 
H ack’s local tour are those of: 
Bill D efenbaugh, w here the possi­ 
bility and achvantages of a farm 
pond are being considered; 
Dr. 
Wells Wilson, w here a good set-up 
and beef feeding program 
were 
studied; Alton Recob w here dairy 
farm ing w as observed; and H er­ 
m an Row land, where farm use in 
cooperation with the U. 
S. 
Soil 
C onservation 
D e p a r t m ent, the 
F arm and 
Home 
A dm inistration 
and the Extension 
Service 
was 
considered. 
The Rhodesian visitor 
stated 
th at in Rhodesia, w here the soil 
is the property of the nation, be­ 
longs to the farm er only while 
he is on it. 
Soil 
conservation 
practices there are com pulsory. 
Hack noted, however, th at while 


the m andatory practice of 
good 
conservation methods was 
voted 
into law by 70 per cent of the pop­ 
ulation of the nation, 
individual 
enforcem ent is carried 
out 
only 
when necessary for the national 
interests. 
The law in itself, he felt putts de­ 
finite em phasis on the im portance 
of the conservation program , which 
is carried out both here and in his 
native country, through education 
of the farm er in good practices.

OUTSTANDING in the 
f a r m 
practices noted by Hack 
in 
the 
United States is the wealth of tech­ 
nical inform ation from research 
stations available to the Am erican 
farm er. Hack said 
he felt 
that 
this information is largely respon­ 
sible for the highly efficient sys­ 
tem of farm ing in the nation, as 
observed locally. 
He noted especially, in contrast­ 
ing the two countries of Am erica 
and Rhodesia the greater inherent 
fertility of the 
American 
s o i l , 
which he states, “ you do not fully 
appreciate.” 
Comparing farm ing conditions 
further, Hack 
said 
that while 
Pickaw ay County has a norm al 
rainfall of approxim ately 39 in- 
Rhodesia is 30 inches. Hack not­ 
ed, however, that during a short 
rainy season nine inches of p re­ 
cipitation may fall in a single 
night, at a rate as high as 5.6 
inches per hour. 
Archer noted in his study of the 
Rhodesian 
governm ent 
.program 
that a much easier financing pro­ 
gram for the application of con­ 
servation practices is available to 
the farm ers of the south African 
country than 
conservation 
finan­ 
cial set-up in the United States. 
Conservation does not stop with 
the farm boundary in Rhodesia, 
Hack pointed out, but it carried 
on as a district project in all need­ 
ed areas. The farm er m ay ob­ 
tain a loan from the governm ent 
to cover costs of the operation.
